A violincellist, a Pole, not long 
since, played a concerto in th« Hungarian theatre 
at Pesth, and his melancholy app?arnnce, com- 
bined with the peculiar rhythm of the miific, 
produced such an effect upon the public that there 
was a general cry of "Eljen a. lengyrl" (God sure 
the Pole.) Tbe consequence was, that the inusi- 
ciau received orders nut to play any mure in the 
theatre. 
These occurrences wouM be hardly 


worthy of mention, did they not serve to show 
that the national spirit, far from being crushed, 
is not even partially subdued It is true that the 
civic authorities of Pesth have made Marshals 
Paskiewitz and Windischgrutz, as also Haynau, 
Jdlachich. and Count Grunne, free of their city, 
but this lead* no one to behave that the Maygars 
are more inclined to kiss the rod than they were 
a year ago. lirwrt credit is, however, due ii)Go~ 
vernment for it* unremitting exertions to further 
the material prosperity ot Hungary.

We see that it is grand 


for those delicately bred, high-nurtured, help- 
less personages to meet death with silence 
and confidence. 
But there would be a simi- 


lar dignity in women's bearing smalt terrors 
with fortitude. 
There is no beauty in fear.— 


It is a mean ugly dishevelled creature. No 
statue can be made of it that a woman woult 
wish to see herself like. Women are pre em- 
inent in steady endurance of tiresome suffer- 
ing ; they are not to be far behind men in 
becoming courage to meet that which is sud- 
den and sharp. The dangers and the trouble 
too, which we may venture to say ithey now 
start at unreasonably, are many of them 
mere creatures gf the imagination—such as 
in their way disturb high-mettled animals 
brought up to see too litttle, and therefore 
frightened at any leaf blown across the road 
We may be quite sure that without losing any 
of the most delicate and refined of feminine 
graces, women may be taught not to give 
way to unreasonable feant, which should be- 
long no more to the fragile than to the ro 
bust.
